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1. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

2. Newly submitted claims 84-95 are directed to an invention 
that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: there are new limitations 
such as pan, tilt and zoom operations of the camera that are 
controlled via Network communication. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for 
the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 84-95 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 
37 CFR 1,142 (b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims 
particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention , 

Claims 70-83 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
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out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 70 is vague and indefinite because it is not clear 
whether the term ''a connecting device", line 5 is a part of 
communication system or a separate device that is used to 
connect the control apparatuses with the communication system. 
In addition, the communication system connects the camera to a 
control apparatus as recited in the preamble. It is noted that 
in Fig. 1, terminal stations are connected to network 
communication line 16 by a connecting lines. 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide 
proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 
CFR 1.75(d) (1) and MPEP § 608,01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: claimed ''a connecting device" in claim 70 
is not disclosed in the specification. 

5. Claims 70-83 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action,
